Some of the water obtained is used 
in a wheel which drives a fan blower.

It comes out into the basin very 
clear and cold and is conducted by 
pipes to the new resevoir, constructed

S E C T I O N 1. That certain ordinance of the 
Town of Berkeley, providing a system for the 
assessment, levy and collection of all town 
taxes In Berkeley, finally passed and adopted 
by the Board of Trustees of the Town of Berke­ 
ley, on the 2nd day of August IHW5, and nuni 
hired No. s» A, fs hereby amended by re-enact­ 
ing Section two (2) thereof at li-ngth, HO that 
said section shah read as follows: 


Seution i. After tmuulfzluK the assoNsment 
of taxes as aforesaid, and mi* the first MOD 
day in September, of each year, the Board of 
Trustees shall determine the rate of town taxes 
to be levied and collected upou the assessed 
valuation of the property appearing on the as 
sessmeut roll, which, after allowing nine and 
one-half 
iWt%) per cent for delinquencies iu 
and 
cost of 
collection 
of taxes, must 
bo 
sulllclcnt to raise the necessary 
reve> 
nue for the Town of Herkeley, provided, how 
ever, the same for general revenue purposes 
shall not exceed the limit of taxation provided 
iu the charter of the Town of Berkeley, and the 
provisions of the law in relation to the same. 
In ttxlng such rale, the Hoard shall Hx the 
same by designating thenumberof ceuts In each 
one hundred {$UH>} dollars of property, specify­

[bj The Hout-d then shall deliver "toe assess­ 
ment roll to the Town Clerk, who shall compute 
and carry out the amount of tax so levied upon 
each parcel of property in said assessment roll 
contained. The correct list for eaoh tax shall 
be the assessment roll for said tax for said 
year. It shall be certified by the Town Clerk 
who shall act as Clerk of the Hoard of Equali­ 
sation, as being the assessment roll of said tax, 
and shall be the assessment roll upon wbloh 
such tax Is to be levied iu said year. The Clerk 
must then compute and enter into a separate 
money column in the assessment book the res­ 
pective sums, iu dollars and cents, rejecting 
the fractious of a cent, to be paid 
as a tax 
on the property therein enumerated, and seg 
regate and place in the proper columns of the 
ln>ok the respective amounts due in install­ 
ments, as hereinafter provided, and foot up the 
column, showing the total amount of such tuxes 
and the columns of total value of property la 
the town, as oorrected under the direction of I 
the Hoard of Equalization.

[c] On or before the first Monday in October 
he must deliver the corrected assessment book 
to tlit* Tax Collector, with an affidavit attached 
thereto, and by him subscribed, as follows: 


"I, 
Clerk of the Tow n of Berkeley, do 


swear that 1 have corrected the assessment book 
of taxable property in Berkeley and made It to 
conform to the requirements of the Board of 
Equalization, that 1 have reckoned the respect­ 
ive sums du<* as taxes, and have added up the 
columgBQrf valuation, taxes, and acreage, as re­ 
quired by law." On delivering the assessm«nt 
book to the Tax Collector, the Clerk must charge 
the Tax Collector with the, full amount of the 
taxes levied. 


[dj 
Within ten days after the receipt of the 
assessment book, the Tax Collector must pub­ 
lish a notice specifying: 


That the taxes on all personal 
property 
secured by real property, and one-half of the 
taxes on all real property, will be due and pay­ 
able on the Hrst Monday in October, and will be 
delinquent on the last Monday in November 
next 
thereafter, 
ut six o'clock- R M., 
and 
that fifteen 
per cent, will be added 
to the amount 
thereof, uuloss 
paid 
prior 
thereto, and that If said 
one-half be not 
paid before the last Monday in April uext, at 
six o'clock P. M., an additional five per cent, 
will be added thereto. 
That the remaining 
one-half of the taxes on all real property will be 
payable on and afttir the Hrst "Monday fn Janu­ 
ary next, uud will be delinquent on the last 
Monday lu April next thereafter, at six o'clock 
1*. M., and that unless puid prior thereto, five 
per cent, will be added to lhe amount thereof. 


That all taxes may bo paid at the time the 
Hrst Installment as herein provided is due and 
payable. 


The times and places at which payment of 
taxes may be made. 


All taxes shall be due and payable at the 
times and iu the manner spec i Hod in this sub 
division. 


[ej He must give a rftueipt to the person pay­ 
ing any lax. or any part of any tax, specifying 
the umouut of the assessment and the tux, or 
part of tax, paid, and the amount remaining un­ 
paid, if ^iny, with a description of the property 
assessed; provided, that the receipt for the last 
Installment of taxes may refer, by number or 
any other intelligent manner, to the receipt 
given for the Hrst Installment of taxes. In lieu 
of a description of the property assessed. 


|f] Oil the last Monday in November of each 
year at six o'clock I*. M , all taxes then unpaid, 
except the last Installment of thereul property 
taxes, are delinquent and thereafter the Tax 
Collector must collect, fpr the use of the Town 
of Berkeley an addition of fifteen per cent, 
thereon; provided, that if they be not paid be­ 
fore the last Monday in April next succeeding, 
at six o'clock P. M., he shall collect an addi­ 
tion of five per cent, thereon. On the last Mon­ 
day in April of each year a t six o'clock p . M. 
all the unpaid portion of the remaining one- 
half of the taxes on all realproperty are delin­ 
quent, uud thereafter the Tax Collector must 
collect, for the use of the Town of Berkeley, an 
addition of Hve per cent, thereon; provided, 
that the entire tax on any real property may be 
paid at the time the Hrst installment, as above 
provided is due and payable; und provided 
further, that the taxes on all personul property 
unsecured by real property, shall be due and 
payuble Immediately after the'assessment of 
safd personal property Is mude. 


[gl At any time after the assessment book 
has been received by the Tax Collector, and the 
taxes have beoome payable, the owner of any 
property assessed therein, who may claim that 
the assessment is void In whole or In part, m a y 
pay the same to the TaxiCollector under protest 
which protest shall be in writing, and shall 
specify 
whether the whole 
assessment is 
claimed to be void, or If a part only, what por­ 
tion, and In either oase th&grounds upon which 
such claim is founded. And when so paid un­ 
der protest, the payment in no oase shall be re­ 
garded us a voluntary payment, und such owner 
may at any time within six months after such 
.payment bring an action against the Town of 
gfterkHloy in the Superior Court, to recover back 
M o tax so paid under protest; and If It shall be 
Wiljudged that the assessment or any purt 
*rlajieor icfcffod to iu the pi-ot«B,t was void an i 
the ground specified in the protest, judgment 
1 
shall be entered against such town therefor. 


[h] The taxes on any particular lot, piece or 
parcel of land contained in any assessment may 
be paid separately from the whole assessment 
by paying the amount of town taxes due on 
such lot, piece or parcel of land with a proper 
proportion of the amounts due as tax on per­ 
sonal property, penalties if any. The Tax Col­ 
lector shall make an entry on the margin of the 
assessment book, showing what certain prop­ 
erty has been released by the payment of the 
taxes as herein provided, together with the 
amounts of such taxes separately and specifi­ 
cally set forth. 


[1] All personal property unseoured by real 
property must be assessed by the Assessor In 
the year IW5, on or before the fourth Monday in 
August, and eaoh year thereafter on or before 
first Monday of June. 


[j] Taxes on all personal property, when in 
the opinion of the Assessor, said taxes are Hot 
a lien upon real property sufficient to secure 
the payment of the taxes, must be collected as 
hereinafter provided. 
Taxes on all assess­ 
ments of, possession of, claim, to. or right to 
the possession of land, shall be Immediately 
due and payable upon assessment, and shall be 
collected by the Tax Collector of the Town of 
Berkeley as hereinafter provided. 


Ik] At the time of malting the assessment or 
at any time thereafter the ABsess>>r of the 
Town of Berkeley shall collect such taxes by 
seizure and sale of any personal property owned 
by the person against whom the tax is assessed 
in the manner provided in Sections 379L, 3792, 
3793, 8794, 8795, and 8796 of the Political Code of 
the State of California, which sections are 
hereby made a part of this ordinance. 


[1] The Assessor and Collector are governed 
as to the amount of taxes to be oolleoted on per­ 
sonal property, by the rate of taxation for 
town taxes In Berkeley of the previous year. 


[m] If a sum less than the rate fixed has 
been oolleoted, the deficiency must be collected 
os other taxes on personal property are ool­ 
leoted- 


[n] When the rate Is fixed for the year In 
which such collection Is made, then, If a sum 
in excess of the rate has been oolleoted, such 
excess shall remain In the town treasury, and 
must be repaid by the Town Treasurer to the 
person from whom the collection was made or 
to bis assignee. 


[o] The Assessor must, as soon as the " as­ 
sessment book" for the year is completed, note 
opposite the names of each person from whom 
taxes have been collected and the amounts 
thereof. 


[p] As soon as the rate of taxation for the 
year is fixed, the Assessor must note, In con­ 
nection with the entry made under the provis­ 
ions of the preceding section, the amount of the 
excess or deficiency. 


[q] Receipt must be Issued for personal 
property tax from a stub book^having the stubs 
numbered the same as the receipts; such stub 
book shall have a line for the name of the per­ 
son assessed, the amount of the assessment, 
the rate collected, lines for the items assessed 
for collection, the total amount, the date of col­ 
lection, and the name of the depiuy making the 
collection. 
Such blank 
personal tax receipt 
books shall be furnished for Buoh purpose by the 
Town of Berkeley, and all unused receipts must 
be turned in by the Assessor with his settle­ 
ment for personal property taxes, which settle­ 
ment f hall be made in the year 1805 on the first 
Monday of October, and in every 
succeeding 
year on the first Monday in August. 


Sec. 2. This-ordiannoe shall take effect im­ 
mediately upon its final passage. 


Sec. 8. This ordinance 
is hereby ordered 
to be printed and published, with the ayes and 
noes, for two days, In the BERKKUEY OAZBTTK, 
which paper is hereby designated for that pur­ 
pose.
